doesn't exist. Not for Sydney, anyway. 


Through a complicated set of 
bureaucratic decisions and careful 
manipulation, an illusion would 
prove the opposite. 

We do have a NSL office. It 
stocks stationery and certain 
weekly bulletins are issued under 
kts logo, In other words, some 
signs of life would indicate that 
my original statement is merely a 
hoax, fit for an aftemoon news- 
paper headline, maybe even the 
back page. 

Far from it. Let me prove it. 

As far as NSW is concemed, 
the National Soccer League died 
the day Philips Industries bid 
adieu, even if for two painful years 
after that. morticians had been 
propping up the body 

When the League — Philips 
League, then — began in 1977, 
with 14 teams, there were five 
Sydney representatives. 

The idea was — never pub- 
ficly uttered but well understood 

— to form an elitist league with- 
out the “‘ballast’” teams like 
Bankstown, Manly, Auburn and 
some such, 

Okay now, what do we have 
today? 

The original five Sydney teams 
have increased to 10 and New- 
castle and Canberra help make up 
the Australian “Conference”. 

The two Brisbane teams do 
NOT play in this league on equal 
terms -— that leaves the 10 
Sydney teams {including Wollon- 
gong) plus Canberra and New- 
castle. 

‘Newcastle has just collapsed 
and its place handed to Adarms- 
town: | wish them luck but they'll 
need much more than that. 

So, in effect, if you remove 
Canberra all you have is a 
NSW super league — if not in 
name, then in essence. 

And yet, it parades as an 
Australian Conference of the 
National Soccer League. . . 

Without very much difficul- 
ty, this league could be runas 
a Super League by the NSW 
Federation. Indeed, this is 
quite likely to happen. 

Should any unforeseen but 
widely-rumored calamity 


befall Canberra and should 
Adamstown have a gutful of 
the empty glory by 1985 — the 
scene will be set for further 
changes 

Such as what? 

Well, all you have to do is 
add two or three teams from 
the surviving hopefuls — Suth- 
erland, Manly, Ilinden, Auburn 
or who knows what — and 
pronto: we have returned ex- 
actly to the State League of 


And all that now is just one 
little step away. 

Of course, the situation is a 
bit more complex in the other 
group — but in essence the 
same is likely to happen. The 
current eight Melbourne 
teams could swell their ranks 
to 12, form a local league and 
ask the Adelaide and Brisbane 
clubs to please leave and play 
somewhere else. 

In the Australian Confer- 
ence, only two clubs could be 
regarded as viable propos- 
itions for semi-pro soccer: 
Olympic and Croatia. And one 
of them, Olympic, is eternally 
on the brink of collapse 

The others are basket cases 
What other conclusion can you 
reach when you read these at- 
tendance figures: Marconi 750 
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Blacktown 750... Penrith 

250 
Until this year Sydney Ha- 
koah’s crowd figures were the 
big joke. You can add some 
others to that mirth, including 


both Italian-backed clubs, 
Marconi and APIA. 

The National Soccer Lea- 
gue, in its present form, with 
its current structure, sickly 
management committee, 
cannibalistic rituals instead of 
sensible meetings, Cannot sur- 
vive. It has no right to survive. 

Those appointed to run soc- 
cer's affairs had better start 
thinking now what to do in 
1985 

If they pretend that things 
will improve on their own, 
they'll run out of time to lay 
sensible plans for next year 
and can kiss the whole NSL 
goodbye — together with their 
innumerable expense-account 
journeys across Australia. 


Scoffing at 
$240,000 


Thanks to more than the 
usual haggling within the 
NSL, the proposed $240,- 
000 a year sponsorship 
with West Nally has not 
been signed. 


The ASF went ehead and con- 
cduded its own long-term deal 
with West Nally, refusing to wait 
for the NSL executive to make up 
its collective mind. 

Grotesquely enough, some NSL 
top brass don’t even care. They 
have reportedly scoffed at the 
offered $240,000 as a “mere 
$10,000 per club...”

At the end of last sea- 
son, after Ajax won the 
State League 
championship for the third 
successive time, Cannell 
was confident that the 
team would finish in the 
top four in the National 
Conference this year. He’s 
had to re-assess that view. 

“The way things are 
right now, I expect us to 
finish in the middle of the 
table. When Peter Lewis, 
Paul Lewis and Peter 
Boyle left the club earlier 
this year and Steve Short 
was out injured, I wasn’t 
happy at all. In fact, there 
was a time when I felt like 
leaving myself. 





‘When I first joined the 
Gully I said that I wanted 
to have a crack at the 
National League. When the 
chance came the other 
year for me to go to Mar- 
coni, Gully slapped $20,000 
on my head. 

“IT told the club last year 
that if it got into the 
National League this year 
then I'd stay, and I’ve kept 
my word. 

“T've heard this, that 
and the other about other 
clubs and what they’re 
offering players but [can’t 
see the point in getting an 
extra $1000 or $2000 if 
you're not happy with your 
club.”’ 

Ajax spent the past 
three years downing oppo- 
nents with near contempt. 
It won championships and 
cups with an ease unparal- 
leled in State League 
soccer in Australia during 
that period. 

But it had to wait for the 
sixth game of the 1984 NSL 
season to register a win, 
1-0, against Footscray 
JUST at Schintler Reser- 
ve. 
“They say that it’s tough 
at the top but believe you 
me, it’s a hell of a lot 
tougher at the bottom. 


“*KB always had a prob- 
lem holding on to its play- 
ers. The club had to sell 
Kenny Boden, David Lowe 


- ‘and>-Howard Tredinnick

Senkalski also has defi- 
nite views on KB?s demise. 


“We were very well pre- 
pared and well organised 
early. Perhaps to too great 
an extent, actually. 


“‘We had _ full-time 
coaching and adminis- 
tration and there was tre- 
mendous promotion of the 
club. Especially through 
the local TV station, NBN 
3. But when David For- 
dham went to Brisbane, 
we lost our trump card. He 
always gave soccer equal 
exposure on NBN 3 with 
Rugby League. 


“When our exposure on 
TV fell away that had a 


‘direct effect on our ability 


to attract sponsors. That 
was the major downfall of 
KB for we never had our 
own licensed premises and 
relied heavily on sponsor- 
ship. 


‘“*And the crowds 
dropped too. The local fans 
complained about our style 
of play and the use of im- 
ports. They seem to want 
to see a team entirely 
made up of local players. 
Well, they’ve got that now 
with Newcastle Rosebud 
United, so we'll see wheth- 
er or not they come back to 
the games. The vast 
majority of our support 
comes from Novocastrians 
and they seemed to be tell- 
ing us that they simply we- 
ren't being entertained the 
way they were in the early 
years 


because it needed. -the 
money desparately. 


“On the administration 
side, I'd say that overail 
KB lacked stability, rather 
than ability. We had many 
business people running 
the club and few soccer 
people and there was little 
agreement between the ad- 
ministrators and coaching 
staff." 


Senkalski, like all the 
KB players, expected a 
mass exodus from KB to 
the newly formed New- 
castle Rosebud United. He 
also expected Ken Kaiser, 
the KB coach, to be ap- 
pointed coach of the new 
NSL club. Instead, New- 
castle Rosebud United ap- 
pointed Jim Foley. 


“It came as a shock to 
all of us when we were 
split up,. 
Newcastle Rosebud United 
and others, like myself, 
still undecided about our 
futures. And we all ex- 
pected Ken to get the 
coaching job. 


“The reason KB did well! 
last year was because 
every player wanted to 
play for Ken. I can’t say 
the same about Alan 
Yest’s stay at KB. Some 
players disagreed with 
Alan’s philosophy on how 
the game should be played, 
and also disagreed with 
the amount of imports in 
the side. 


“Ken knows the game 
thoroughly. He’d love to 
play an attacking game 
with players expressing 
themselves out on the 
park. Ken gave us a fairly 
free hand last year and we 
enjoyed ourselves.” 


Senkalski is reaching his 
playing peak. Years of 
honing skills backed by 
match experience at NSL 
and Socceroo level have 
made him one of the finest 
midfielders in the Austral- 
ian game, 


He admits to being very 
ambitious. If Newcastle 
Rosebud United can’t lure 
him, then at least six 
National League clubs will 
dangle a large bait in front 
of him. And Senkalski just 
might bite.

“That win against Foot- 
scray was great, I’m nota 
good loser, and it was just 
the thing we needed at the 
time. ' 

“The first time we won 
the State League (1981) 
was the best. It was ab- 
solutely brilliant and the 
crowds were good too. We 
didn’t get any bonuses for 
beating the good sides in 
1982, and 1983 was really 
hard. We ended up winning 
the league by only a 
point.”’ 

Cannell came to Austra- 
lia, to Altona City, now in 
Metro First Division, but 
then in the Victorian State 
League, midway through 
the 1979 season. 

He was born in Doncas- 
ter in England and played 
with local Yorkshire 
League club Bentleigh Vic- 
toria between the ages of 
15 and 17. He switched to 
Mossley in the Northern 
Premier League but only 
for a week. He wasn’t 
happy with his contract 
and Stan Anderson, man- 
ager of English Fourth 
Division club Doncaster 
Rovers, told Cannell that 
he wanted him to join. 


“That was on a Tuesday. 
On the Friday, Anderson 
phoned again and told me 
to come down and train. 
The boss at my work didn’t 
want to give me the time 
off but the union bloke 
fixed that up so I trained 
with Doncaster on the Fri- 
day. On the Saturday 
morning Anderson told me 
that I was playing against 
Barnsley. He said he 
hadn’t told me earlier be- 
cause he didn’t want me to 
get too nervous about it. 
The crowd was over 22,000. 


“‘When I got back to the 
dressing rooms after the 
match reporters from the 


local papers were waiting

to interview me. I went to 
work on the Monday ex- 
pecting the boss to sack 
me. He didn’t. He’d seen 
the story about me in the 
papers. But that same 
week I signed a contract 
with Doncaster.” 

Anderson was sacked 
after Cannell had been at 
the club for a year. 
Former Leeds United and 
Scotland captain Billy 
Bremner, took over as 
manager. Bremner de- 
cided to keep Cannell but 
the young stopper was in- 
jured later that season, at 
the same time as the 
chairman of directors at 
Doncaster decided to cut 
the full-time playing staff 
down to 18. 

“Jack Cunningham, our 
physio, knew Joe Wilson 
when they were at Wolves 
together. Joe was coaching 
Altona at the time and 
Jack told him about me. 
Altona sent me a contract 
and arranged my air fare. 

“IT got fit again and 
played against Grimsby. It 
was my best game for 
Doncaster and we won 4-3. 
On the bus back home, 
Cyril Knowles, the Don- 
caster coach, said that I 
was silly to go to Austra- 
lia. He really wanted me to 
stay. On the Monday after 
the Grimsby game, Brem- 
ner offered me a new con- 
tract but I turned it down, 
so he then went to the 
newspapers said that I and

It wasn’t a great day for 
national coaches.

Flying is safer than driving a car; 
probably safer than crossing a busy 
road in rush hour. 


The difficulty is convincing many air passengers of 
that fact. You see them hurrying up the ramp to try to 
get their favorite seats aboard the aircraft, then anx- 
jously fastening and unfastening their seat batts to 
get the correct position. The you notice their hands 
whiten as they grip the arm rests for take-off, be- 
cause it is in the take-off and the landing that most 
accidents occur.

In the passengers’ cabin, we didn’t know the pilots 
had been warned they had two minutes to make up 
their minds whether or not to go.

Suddenly, there was a thunderous roar as the 
engines burst into life. | listened intently, Not a cough

By this time, even we passengers realised some- 
thing had gone drastically wrong. 


Peter Howard says he thought he heard the star- 
board engine make a noise fike a car changing goar. 
Harry Greg had the same impression. Sitting as | was 
on the other side of the aeroplane from these two, | 
didn’t notice any change in the note of the engine. 
But I was now becoming slightly alarmed at the huge 
wave of slush being thrown backwarda by the port 
wheel, as we ploughed along that runway. We zipped 
past a red building away to my right, which ! remem- 
ber quite clearly because of its prominent colour, and 
the fact that on our two previous runs, we had slowed 
and stopped almost opposite this landmark. 


I was sure we had already gone past the point of no 
return, although it was quite impossible, bocause of 
that wave of brownish slush, to make out whether or 
not the wheels had actually left the ground. 


Dennis Violett and Bobby Chariton were seated in 
front of me, so I tried to shout to make myself heard 
above the roar of the engines: “Have the wheels gone 
up yet. ..?" 


There was no reply. They couldn't have heard my 
question, so | leaned over as far as my safety belt 
would allow, to look through the porthole, with my 
head craning to try to see what lay in front of us. 


My heart froze when [I saw the perimeter fence 
rushing towards us. Like Ken Rayment, | knew in that 
chilling split second that we were not going to make 
it. 

| felt the machine suddenly lurch off the concrete 
runway to the right, onto the grass, with the landing 
lights flashing by. | felt a sickening blow behind tho 
left ear, the kind of friendly cuff big, strong Frank 
Swift was fond of administering to his friends. But 
this wasn‘t Swifty having some fun, this was a real 
thwack. | could feel my senses slipping away. Then 
there was a horrendous bang, and in my dazed state | 
thought I saw the port wheel crashing through o 
crumpled fuselage. The bulkhead behind me was 
caving in, with cases and other items of luggage hurt- 
ling around in the cabin. 


There was a kind of green haze sweeping up in 
front of my eyes, like a huge tidal wave engulfing me. 
Everything was becoming hazy, even though | kept 
shaking my head in a desperate attempt to stay con- 
scious; | was like a drowning man fighting to keep his 
head above water. | had never been knocked out in 
my fife, and } was fighting against thet awful feeling 
of just fading into oblivion. 


This couldn't be happening to me, This was crazy. I 
could hear, as though far away in the distances, a tre- 
mendous rending and grinding of metal, and it was 
only when the airliner started to buck like a wild thing 
that | realized it was our aeroplane which was being 
ripped. spart, as it stid helplessly along the ground. 
There was a tremendous hammering on the fuselage 
near my head, as though a giant was getting to work 
with @ sledgehammer . . . Then mercifully my_syes 
closed. 

‘Further down the fuselage, ‘Matt Busby also felt the 
machine make thet sudden lurch to the right. Up went 
his hands to protect ‘his face: Then -he too jost con- 
sciousness. | believe we two were lucky that we did 
pass ‘out. Otherwise the memories might have been 
much harsher to bear, 

There was, perhaps, only one man who - lived 
through every nightmarish moment of that tragedy 
until the dey he died, and that was Captain James 
Thain, When he sew that nsedle drop back from:-117 
knots an hour, he banged furiously on.the throttle to 
try ‘to cosx more power out of the two engines, to 


like Charlton, strapped in his seat. 
were among the lucky ones 
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give us enough power to get off the ground. The 
throttle levers were in the fully forward position. 
Nothing could save us now. 


The glittering Elizabethan aeroplane, so slegant 
and comfortable to fly in, was now little more than an 
aluminium tomb — out of control, ploughing through 
every obstacle in its path, as both pilots fought des- 
perately to avoid the imminent disaster. 


Beyond the perimetor fence, outside the bounds of 
the airfield, there was a house, which in normal cir- 
cumstances was not e hazard for an orthodox take- 
off. As Zulu Uniform plunged past the landing lights, 
it was clear to both pilots that emergency action was 
needed. Thain pulled the lever to retract the undor- 
carriage, as Rayment slammed on the brakes. 


Too late. Zulu Uniform raced across the 250 yards 
of the grass stopway beyond the concrete runway, 
smashed through the fence and hit the house; the 
port wing, only e few feet from me, was torn off, lea- 
ving our eeroplane like a huge wounded bird, 
clattering and bumping along the ground completely 
out of control. About 100 yards further on, the right 
side of the fuselage, just behind the one good wing, 
sliced into a wooden hut standing on a concrete base. 
The impact tore off the rear part of the plane just 
behind the starboard wing, which carsered off on its 
own before coming to rest. 


By now, what was left of the undercarriage had 
been torn away, and this left the front of the airliner, 
still with that starboard wing attached to the fusela- 
ge, slithering and screeching along on its belly, the 
wing carving great chunks out of the trees in its path 
fike a giant scythe. This part of the wreckage, in 
which | was strapped, was spinning round helplessly 
in circles. 


As it did so, a number of passengers, including 
some of the team, were thrown out into the snow. 
What was once a sisek aeroplane was now a 
smouldering ruin, leaving 2 trail of death and destruc- 
tion in-its wake. Less than a minute previously | had 
been sitting in the company of the Young Kings of 
British Soccer, laughing and joking in the full flush of 
their athletic prowess. Now thay lay dead . . . or dying 
. . . of brutally injured and dumbly shocked by the 
tragedy which had hit them. 


Wrth them. in the snow was thoir manager Matt 
Busby, stil, ike Bobby Chariton, strapped in his seat. 


They, like me, were-among the lucky ones.
